NEW NAPLES, NOVA SCOTIA (14 APRIL) In keeping with the new Italian 

Government orders, reports on 
casualities in the conflict in Nova Scotia Will be delayed. Brief 
encounters with enemy troops reported massing near New Naples have 
been inconclusive, but a supply line to Italy is still strong and 
fresh colonists are reported to be building a new settlement a few 
miles down the coast. The Italian chiefs of staff have officially 
stated New Naples as ''defensible". 

EDINBURG: The Government of the United Kingdom announced its approval 

of the proposals of the eminent Dr. Henry J. Morgenthg- 
of the Reichsbank for the elimination of French Armament making capa- 
city in the post-war world, from the Scottish capital today, following 
a conference between members of the Government and Dr. Heinrich Rechts 
Weiss, special emissary of the Imperial German Treasury Department. 

ROME (17 April): Today Rome is fired up with joy over the victory • 

against the Austrian invaders in Venice. However, 
the liberating troops are reported to have witnessed the results of 
the Austrian aggression. One private told reporters that "the Austrian 
scum carried off all the women and children, and destroyed valuable 
art works in Venice. 1 ' Others reported "mass murders, looting, burning. 
A division of Austrian cavalry tried to remove a warehouse full of 
"vapor paludis",. or swamp gas, the result of Canadian attempts at 
brewing beer, but the whole lot exploded and leveled an entire township 
near the Piedmont border. A huge cloud of swamp gas is reported to 
be heading across Tyrolia toward Germany, Whether the Austrians 
intended this or not is not- known, but is did result in the garrison 
in Vienna moving to Trieste, thus cutting off the retreat of the 
Austrian scum in Venice.
